The Communists are hard press- 
ed by the improvement in Western 
European economy which is grad- 
ually closing the door on revolu- 
tionary expansion possibilities. 
They see the ties which unite the 
West growing stronger and strong- 
er, with a powerful military coali- 
tion in the offing. They may lash 
out vigorously in one last effort 
before the wall of containment 
grows too high. . 

But they are not likely to at- 
tack any Allied troops. The dan- 
ger of civil war has become a dim 
memory in Ifaly and France. Even 
the most rabid Communist-sup- 
ported Nationalists in Germany 
have neither the arms nor the 
stomach for any real trouble. 

Germany will be split. A lot 
of people during the war and since 
thought that is what should hap- 
pen to her. They didn’t envision, 
of course, that any power should 
confiscate the pieces, nor that a 
unified Germany would be so bad- 
ly needed for European economic 
recovery. But the split, made for- 
mal, will actually have little more 
effect than the de facto division 
which has existed for two. years. 
It is hard to see how it will ma- 
terially affect the positions of the 
contending powers. Russia’s gyra- 
tions seem to be approaching the 
point of futility.

PHILADELPHIA—An American political convention is still the greatest show on earth. In mag- 
nitude it is a half dozen Barnum and Bailey Circuses wrapped into one, operating under the same 
roof, with only the wild animals and trapeze artists missing. The deficiency in this respect, how- 
ever, is more than made up in a number of other ways. For one thing, the political footwork of 
some of the Presidential candidates is equal in a way to any performance the trapeze experts are 
capable of putting on. Gov. Dewey and his managers gave a splendid exhibition of this in the blitz 
tactics they have followed throughout the proceedings. | 


And even the animal theme has not been 
entirely lacking in the present GOP national 
conclave. Friends of Sen. Robert A. Taft im- 
ported a real live baby elephant to the scene 
as a symbol both of the party and the Ohio can- 
date’s staunch Republicanism. “Little Eva,” as 
she is known, has been gontinually paraded 
bout hotel] lobbies and other places where the 

elegates and convention hangers-on mill around. 

Her chief rival is a huge inflated rubber 
elephant that stands on the marquee at the main 
entrance of the Bellevue-Stratfor.

Noise is the chief by-product of every conven- 
tion. This is one way that gatherings of the kind 
have it all over the circus. After each Presiden- 
tial candidate is placéd in nomination his sup- 
porters on the floor and in thé galleries kick up 
a roar that can be heard for several city blocks. 
Some of them last up to an hour, though the 
Republican managers here sought to hold down 
such demonstrations to a maximum of 30 min- 
utes in each case. 

Some of these demonstrations are sights to 
behold. For example, the followers of Harold E. 
Stassen released five thousand toy balloons in 
the arena of the convention hall. 

With bands playing and loud speakers lifting 
voices to the furthermost reaches of the vast 
hall, bedlam generally prevails. 

It explains why many people, after attending 
a national political conclave for the first time, 
develop what is known convention fever. 
Thousands of oldtimers come back again and 
again every four years, putting a premium on 
hotel accomodations and crowding every avail- 
able space in the. leading hotel lobbies, the 
downtown streets and area adjacent to the con- 
vention hall. 

These curiosity-attracted spectators, inter- 
spersed with hawkers and peddlers of every 
kind, jam the elevators and dining places, and 
generally make life miserable for delegates, 
convention officials and working newspapermen. 


When the convention is not actually en- 
gaged in business sessions, the streets of the 
city are the scene of all kinds of parades. 
Bands and glee clubs, playing and@ singing 
the theme songs of the various candidates, 
invade every hotel. Often it is all but im- 
possible to hear yourself speak in such 
places. 


Nor is the circus parallel lacking in the 
clowning activities that go on in and out of the 
convention. There are more clowns to the square 
inch in a political convention than Barnum and 
Bailey ever assembled under one tent. Some of 
the candidates promote such tactics among their 
delegates as attention getters. One of the inno- 
vations introduced this time by the Dewey people 
was a skull cap with a helicopter propellor on 
top. The propellor revolved as the wearer 
walked. They call them air-conditioning head- 
— since they create the illusion of a wind- 
mill. 

In this and a thousand other ways a circus 
atmosphere is created. Throughout much of the 
time the same carefree spirit prevails. But what 
makes political conventions far more important 
is that often times matters of great historical 
moment are being evolved.

“Not one cent collected from postal employees in Georgia has 
gone to support the Republican ticket, but all of it was appropri- 
ated to the private use of officials of the Republican Party in Geor- 
gia, except so much as may have been necessary for actual office 
expenses Of the Republican State Committee.” 

The reports are sickening in their corruption and brazen misuse 
of money, and the evidence from Georgia is as bad as any, unless it 
be that of Mississippi. The Committee, discussing that State, said 
that Perry W. Howard “carried on the sale of offices in a business- 
like way.” He is still active in Republican affairs in Mississippi. 
“Take” Georgia’s Republicans of that time, said the Committee, 

“had set up a regular collecting organization which 
would indicate from cards turned over to the Committee that 
it was his purpose (John W. Martin, then State Treasurer of the 
Party) to secure from five percent to 10 percent of the salary of the 
postmasters and practically all the other Federal officers appointed 
in Georgia.” 

It is a sordid story which the Brookhart Committee uncovered.

fidence and respect of the people and thereby attract a following. 
Brig. Gen. Elbert Tuttle, one of Atlanta’s best-known citizens and 
atterneys, who led the fight which won for his delegation in Phila- 
delphia, stood fast against pressure to make “deals.” 

Harry Sommers, who will be the new National Committeeman 
for Georgia, said before going to the convention that if his group 
won, that patronage in Georgia would go to men of character and 
integrity who would command the respect of their fellow citizens. 
In a statement after the victory Sommers said: 

“If this Committee has any responsibilities in connection with 
assisting the Government with selecting employees, it will do every- 
thing in its power to pick the right people for the job.”
